fell on tha houses, snd ae doctor 
who oalled-in to sttend to-the 
suffetere said the buildings looked 
as though  boge steam roller had 
passed ‘over them.

deaths .were caused by this 


torpedo, sod many other persons 
were seriously - injared: ~ The 
majority of those killed were 
children, :
